Still Cameras: 


A telephoto lens is essential for good 
wildlife photos, At least 300 mm is 
advisable. A tripod is hard to carry, 
but will improve the sharpness of 
your photos. Don't forget your 

cable release. 


For our miniature wildflowers, you'll 
need a lens with a “macro” setting, 
extension tubes, or close-up filters. 
Some photographers bring a wind 
screen to help reduce movement 
when doing closeups of flowers. 
Many tundra flowers are less 

than 2 cm. across, and less than 5 cm 
in height. 


A polarizing filter can add saturated 
colour to your photos. 


Bring lots of film. We suggest at least 
one roll per day, plus five extra. 


Remember, our winter conditions 
last until May! Cold drains battery 
power, but most batteries recover 
when warmed up. Bring enough 
batteries (keep them in an inside 
pocket) so you can change them. In 
extreme cold, rewind slowly as film 
becomes very brittle. 


Many automatic metering systems 
are confused by snow, and the result 
is very dark, grey scenes. Read the 
manual for your camera, and learn 
how to expose for the brightness 
of snow. 

Be careful with automatic rewind 
systems around wildlife; many a 
herd of musk ox has fled 
precipitously at the sound of a 
camera rewinding, Stop before you 
get to the end of your roll, and use 
manual rewind if possible. 


Photographing the aurora 


Use a tripod, cable release, and a 
medium speed film such as ASA 200. 
Set camera up with desired 
foreground (avoid lots of bright 
lights). Set aperture at its widest, f/4 
or f/2.8. Set focus on your 
foreground. Experiment with 
different shutter speeds, 90 sec. to 3 
min. usually provides best results. 


Video: 


Do bring a video camera; you'll find 
many sequences worth preserving. A 
tripod or monopod will help 
stabilize a video camera, too. On a 
wilderness trip, bring plenty of 
charged batteries or a solar charger.

Visiting Pilots 
We welcome private planes to the NWT and to Nunavut, but 
warn that this is a destination requiring experienced pilots with 
good navigation and communication aids. Our region is designat- 
ed as an “area of compass unreliability.” When this is combined 
with absence of radar coverage, a lack of visual aids to navigation, 
and a lack of distinct landmarks, trips in our area call for cau- 
tious flight planning. GPS (satellite navigation systems) work well 

and are highly recommended for navigating north of 60°. 


Fuel: Access to fuel is limited. Fuel 
is usually available in the larger 
communities: Baker Lake, 
Cambridge Bay, Kugluktuk 
(Coppermine), Iqaluit and Rankin 
Inlet. However, quantities may be 
limited, especially right before the 
Sealift season, and prices can be 
extremely high. In the smaller 
communities, prior arrangements 
MUST be made with local airlines 
or with the Co-op Stores. 100/130 
AVGAS and JP4 are normally 
available. The Canada Flight Supplement 
will provide more current 
information. 


Air traffic: As unlikely as it may 
seem, the risk of a mid-air collision 
is fairly high in Nunavut, especially 
in areas far from any community. 
Currently, much exploration is 
being done, with many helicopters 
working at low levels. These may or 
may not be broadcasting their 
position. Before descending below 
1000 ft, or when landing or taking 
off, scan the area thoroughly for 
any traffic. Broadcast your position 
on take-off and when beginning 
descent for landing. 


Camping information: The 
general information on camping 
also applies to pilots. With an 
aircraft you have access to a 
tremendous amount of wilderness 
and can do a lot of damage by 
leaving garbage, harassing animals, 
etc. Please refrain from making 
low-level “runs” over wildlife or 
camps. Observe our regulations and 
laws, and try to leave no traces of 
your presence. We hope you will 
treat our land as carefully as you 
would your own. 


Forest fires: If you observe a 
forest or tundra fire from the air, 
report it (and the coordinates) 
immediately. Use the nearest Flight 
Services radio frequency, or ask 
another aircraft to pass the 
information on. 


Customs: If you are entering 
Canada by air in the North, contact 
a flight service station or Customs 
Officer in advance. Service charges 
may apply after hours and on 
weekends. For Iqaluit: Customs and 
Excise, Iqaluit, NT: XOA OHO Tel: 
(867) 979-6714, In communities 
with no customs officer, contact 
the RCMP. 


Special restrictions: Special 
acess and landing restrictions 
apply to the Tree River area and to 
the Land Claims Settlement Areas. 
These restrictions generally refer to 
low-level flying, landing and 
fishing. For more information on 
the Tree River area, contact 
Resources, Wildlife and Economic 
Development, Cambridge Bay, NT.

Obtaining Maps 


Order your maps well in 
advance of your trip. It is 
best not to rely on being 
able to obtain maps after 
you arrive in the North. 
Suppliers run out of 
copies of maps (especially 
those used for canoeing). 
Place your order well in 
advance, and they will 
ship maps to you. You pay 
by credit card. 


Maps for canoeing: You 
will usually need the 
1:50,000 scale maps to 
provide the detail required. 
Request a free copy of 
Index 2 (western NWT, 
including the west coast of 
Hudson Bay and the 
central arctic coast), or 
Index 3 (eastern arctic and 
arctic islands) to determine 
exactly which maps you 
will need. River reports 
indicate the 1:250,000 
scale maps needed for 
each river, and the index 
maps will help you deter- 
mine the correct 1:50,000 
maps.

Accommodations, 
Meals and Services 


In our small hotels, meals are often served cafeteria-style, at set times, and are usually plentiful and 
good. If you have food allergies, it is important to advise the hotel when making your reservations, and 
to take along some snacks you can tolerate. Enquire as to serving times when you check in, and 


remember to be on time, as the hotel releases its cooking staff after mealtime. 





Many hotels make an effort to serve northern delicacies 
when they are available — expect arctic char or lake 
trout in steaks or fillets, poached whitefish, caribou or 
muskox steaks, roasts, or stews. 

The abbreviation SA in these listings indicates you may 
have to share your room if a large group arrives. Space is 
sold by the bed, not by the room. 

In some communities, it is possible to find “bed & 


breakfast” or even “homestay” accommodations with a 
local family. These provide a unique opportunity to get 
to know the people on a personal basis. You'll also find 
lodges and outpost camps in the North. These are 
usually not located in a community, and are most often 
open seasonally. Most are quite comfortable, though you 
may have to bring your own sleeping bag. If you have 
concerns, be sure to ask the operator. 





Arctic Camping 


There are campgrounds in many of our 
communities. Where there are no campgrounds, ask 
at the hamlet office where you may camp, to avoid 
disturbing community sites or interfering with 
community services. 

Whether you camp in a campground or in the 
wilderness, please practice “no trace camping,” Place 
garbage in the proper receptacle or pack it out. 

We recommend you do all your cooking on a 
camping stove, rather than by campfire. If you do 
use a fire, be extremely careful. Use firepits provided 
or build small fires on rock or sand, never on moss 
or tundra where it can spread underground. Make 
sure that your fire is out before leaving - if you can 
place your bare hand in the ashes, it’s safe to leave. 


To report a tundra fire, call 1-800-661-0800 or 1-800- 
661-0844, as soon as possible. 


Bears and Other Wildlife 


Bears can be a problem almost anywhere in 
Nunavut, especially if encouraged by sloppy 
camping practices. Remember that YOU are visiting 
in their land. Please do not feed ANY wildlife. 


Keep your campsites clean. Store food and cooking 
gear at least 200 meters from your sleeping tent; no 
food in the tent! Scrape dishes well, and wash them 
immediately after meals, away from your campsite, 


and at least 50 meters from water. Wrap garbage in 
airtight packages, and use either the litter barrels 
provided or carry it out with you. If you are using a 
campfire, burn as much of the packaging as you 
can and store remains and unburned garbage in 
airtight containers. Don’t camp on a “bear highway’. 
If you find a bear kill, leave the area immediately,

have questions, or encounter a bear problem, report 
it to the nearest Parks officer or ReSources, Wildlife 
and Economic Development Office.
